In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed September 6, 2001, 
Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the Group II invention, claims 29-38 drawn to 
compounds of formula (lla). This election is made with traverse. 

The present invention is based on the discovery that compounds having W 
residues, usually attached to imidazole ring, may also present Ha-receptor ligand activity 
when they are attached to other moieties represented by -NR1R2 in formula (A). The 
common core between all of these groups is the specific use of a compound having 
formula (A) wherein W, N, Ri and R2 are the features and more particularly wherein W 
has a functional definition, i.e., a residue which imparts antagonist and/or agonist 
activity at histamine Ha-receptors when attached to an imidazole ring. 

Therefore, contrary to the Examiner's contention, it is not correct that the 
common core between the groups listed by the Examiner is limited to "N". Rather, the 
present invention relates to a single general Inventive concept as recited in claim 1 . 
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Accordingly, it is requested that the Examiner withdraw the Restriction 
Requirement. 

Favorable consideration is respectfully requested.
